In order then to give the Reader a clearer Apprehenſion of What 
is aimed at, or may be expected from dividing the Metrical Parts of 
Scripture into their proper Meaſures, and to make it evident, to how 
much greater Advantage they muſt appear, when ſo divided, than in 
the manner wherein they now ſtand, I ſhall lay before him The. Laſt

And this, not ſo much for the fake of any Aſſiſtance they are 
likely to afford us, as to ſhew, that the Miſtakes, which we find in 
them, were chiefly owing to the Nuorunce of the Metre ; a ſmall Ac- 
quaintance with which would in great meaſure have prevented thoſe
